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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1.  During  1956  the  street  signs  were  erected  by  the  Selectmen. 
We  are  in  the  process  of  making  additional  signs  for  erection  this 
spring.  The  Merrimack  Lion's  Club  are  to  be  congratulated  for 
their  work  in  putting  the  letters  on  the  signboards.  Without  their 
cooperation  the  expense  for  signs  would  have  been  much  greater. 

2.  In  the  late  fall,  Dr.  Gedric  Mataher  of  Nashua  was  ap- 
pointed Town  Health  Officer  by  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health.  Dr.  Mather  is  the  son-in-law  of  the  late  Wilbur  J.  Foster 
who  served  the  town  as  Tax  Collector  for  many  years. 

3.  Claude  M.  Maker  was  appointed  Tax  Collector  in  April 
1956.  In  making  this  appointment,  it  was  the  selectmen's  plan  to 
combine  the  offices  of  Town  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector,  feeling  that 
it  would  make  a  more  convenient  arrangement  for  the  public.  At 
the  same  time,  office  space  was  made  available  in  the  Town  Hall. 

4.  The  State  Tax  Commission  audited  the  Town  books  in 
November  which  they  are  required  to  do  periodically  and  found 
them  to  be  in  proper  condition. 

5.  Two  new  industries  came  to  Merrimack  in  1956.  The  Gate 
City  Poultry  Co.  located  in  the  main  building  of  the  old  Interna- 
tional Shoe  property.  This  firm  has  remodeled  the  building  and 
provided  substantial  employment  for  Merrimack  residents.  The 
Great  Dane  Knitting  Mills  is  also  located  in  the  former  International 
Shoe  Co.  property  making  sweaters  and  providing  employment  for 
several  women. 

6.  The  1956  Snow  Bill  was  $16,000.00  caused  by  the  heavy 
snows  in  the  spring  and  in  December.  This  represents  an  expendi- 
ture of  $11,000.00  over  the  amount  appropriated. 

7.  The  new  Fire  Alarm  system  authorized  in  1954  was  instal- 
led during  the  summer  months  by  the  Fire  Department. 

8.  The  Civil  Defense  Director,  Thomas  Dutton,  continues  to 
carry  on  Civil  Defense  training  and  is  getting  some  support.  Civil 
Defense  training  and  participation  is  essential  to  all.  You  can  con- 
tribute by  giving  a  helping  hand  in  this  program. 

9.  The  Town  of  Merrimack  lost  one  of  its  faithful  and  effi- 
cient public  servants  in  the  death  of  Wilbur  J.  Foster  on  April  4. 
He  had  served  the  Town  as  Tax  Collector  for  12  years.

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POLiCE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 
Merrimack,   New  Hampshire 

Because  of  constant  surveillance  and  increased  effort  on  the 
part  of  your  department  only  a  slight  increase  in  juvenile  com- 
plaints was  noted  during  the  past  year,  instead  of  the  large  increase 
anticipated  on  basis  of  past  records.  I  feel  certain  that  with  the  re- 
cent Boy  Scout  movement  in  our  town  we  can  look  forward  to  a 
decreasing  number  of  complaints  involving  juveniles  this  coming 
year. 

We  have  erected  a  200  foot  fence  at  the  Thorntons  Ferry  School 
which  partly  eliminated  the  traffic  problem  that  exists  there.  The 
fence  was  purchased  and  installed  at  a  cost  of  $390.00.  and  this 
amount  was  paid  out  of  our  Safety  and  Emergency  Equipment 
Fund.  There  is  a  balance  of  $115.82  in  this  fund,  which  amount 
will  probably  be  used  to  extend  the  fence  closer  to  the  school  build- 
insf.

Meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  are  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  each  month,  7:30  at  the  Town  Hall. 

In  addition  to  our  present  communication  system,  which  con- 
sist of;  a  State  Forestry  Base  Station,  complete  coverage  on  all  fire 
trucks  and  two  police  radios,  we  are  purchasing  for  the  police  de- 
partment through  Civil  Defense,  one  additional  2  way  radio. 

We  are  also  fortunate  in  having  two  mobile  ham  radio  opera- 
tors, which  all  in  all  gives  us  very  good  town  and  state  coverage. 

A  class  on  radio  logical  detection  is  currently  being  organized, 
men  and  women  are  asked  to  volunteer.  If  this  training  is  completed 
in  the  near  future,  it  will  be  the  first  in  the  country  and  equipment 
will  be  housed  in  the  town  of  Merrimack. 

This  Civil  Defense  Organization  is  ready  to  act  in  any  emer- 
gency, not  only  in  case  of  Atomic  Attack. 

All  this  has  been  made  possible  by  the  co-operation  of  citizens 
who  have  so  willingly  given  of  their  time,  so  that  they  will  know 
what  to  do  in  any  emergency,  to  help  others  as  well  as  themselves. 

We  are  very  pleased  to  report  that  we  have  had  the  full  co- 
operation of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Chief  and  Chief  of  Fire 
Department.  This  constitutes  the  foundation  of  our  local  Civil 
Defense.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and  audit 
of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Merrimack  which  was  made  by  this 
Division,  acting  under  authority  of  Chapter  71,  Section  27,  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  which  provides  in  part  as  follows : 

"Audit  on  Motion  of  Commission.  The  commission  may 
cause  an  audit  to  be  made  of  the  accounts  of  any  city, 
town,  school  district,  village  district  or  precinct,  as  often 
as  once  in  two  years,  or  whenever  conditions  appear  to  it 
to  warrant  such  audit,  x  x  x" 

This  audit  covered  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1955, 
and  the  period  from  January  1st  to  October  24th,  1956.  Exhibits 
as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  report  which  is  made 
up  in  three  sections  as  follows:

Library.

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1954  and  De- 
cember 31,  1955,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l.  As  indicated  therein, 
the  Surplus  increased  by  $3,120.21,  from  $10,071.42  to  $13,191.63, 
during  the  year  1955.

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expendi- 
tures —  Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues: 

(Exhibits  A-3  &  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December 
31,  1955,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by 
the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  revenue  surplus  of  $6,036.66, 
less  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $5,243.95,  resulted  in  a  net 
budget  surplus  of  $792.71. 


Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:    (Exhibit  B- 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1955,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform 
classification  of  accounts,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-l.  Proof  of  the 
Treasurer's  balance  as  of  October  24,  1956,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  I. 
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AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined 
and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with 
supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of 
record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and 
totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from 
statements  obtained  from  depository  banks. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Indebtedness,  Valuation  and  Taxes: 

Table  I  presents  a  ten  year  statement  of  Indebtedness,  Valua- 
tiontion  and  Taxes.  It  will  be  noted  that  during  the  period  from 
December  31,  1945  to  December  31,  1955,  the  Surplus  increased 
from  $3,118.87  to  $13,191.63. 

During  the  same  period  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  prop- 
erty increased  by  $824,631.00,  or  56%,  while  the  amount  of  the 
annual  tax  levy  increased  from  $51,625.06  to  $151,222.63,  or  193%. 
The  local  tax  rate  increased  from  $3.52  to  $6.60  per  hundred  as  com- 
pared to  the  average  tax  rate  for  the  State  which  increased  from 
$3.26  to  $4.66  during  this  period. 

Conclusion: 

The  accounts  of  the  town  officials  which  we  examined  were 
found  to  be  in  good  condition  and  the  accounting  and  financial 
procedures  conformed  to  prescribed  methods  and  procedures. 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955  require 
that  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  of  this  report 
(letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report 
of  the  Town.  The  inclusion  of  Exhibits  in  the  published  report  is 
optional  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Merri- 
mack for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  town  of  Merri- 
mack qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  dis- 
trict on  the  5th  day  of  March  1957,  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  evening, 
to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  and  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other 
officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or 
Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  dis- 
trict officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obliga- 
tions of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said 
appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from 
the  state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  income ;  the  school 
board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated 
revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by 
taxes  by  the  town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Twelve  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,200.00)  for  the  purchase 
of  approximately  Five  (5)  Acres  of  land  (which  is  adjacent  to  pres- 
ent site  of  high  school)  from  Philip  J.  Currier  of  Amherst,  N.  H. 
and  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  sign  the  necessary  papers  for 
the  transaction. 
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10.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  make  application  for  and  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  Dis- 
trict, any  or  all  grants  or  offers  for  educational  purposes  which  may 
now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
and/or  United  States  Government. 

11.  ( 1 )  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan  for  ex- 
tending to  employees  of  the  district  the  benefits  of  title  II  of  the 
Federal  Social  Security  Act  (Old  Age  and  Survivor's  Insurance)  as 
authorized  by  Chapter  101  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated 
Amended  by  Chapter  301  and  332  of  the  Laws  of  1955  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $166.42  to  defray  the  District's 
share  of  the  cost  thereof. 

(2)  To  see  if  the  District  wishes  to  exclude  from  the  plan 
services  in  any  class  or  classes  of  positions  filled  by  popular  election. 

(3)  To  see  if  the  District  wishes  to  exclude  from  the  plan 
services  in  any  class  or  classes  of  positions  the  compensation  for 
which  is  on  a  fee  basis. 

(4)  If  a  plan  for  Social  Security  coverage  is  adopted, 
to  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board  to  execute  on 
behalf  of  the  District  the  necessary  agreement  with  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  to  carry  into  effect  the  plan  and  to  see  if  the  District 
will  designate  the  Treasurer  of  the  District  as  the  officer  to  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  administration  of  the  plan. 

12.  To  transact  any  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Merrimack  School  District. 

I  submit  with  pleasure  my  second  annual  report  as  your  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

With  the  completion  of  the  new  four  room  addition  to  the  high 
school,  Merrimack  has  again  faced  and  met  its  immediate  problems 
of  school  housing.  The  transfer  from  the  town  hall  to  the  new  addi- 
tion was  efficiently  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  Principal  Dana 
Taylor  and  it  now  has  become  an  integral  part  of  the  high  school. 
This  permits  the  high  school  to  be  housed  on  the  second  floor  with 
all  elementary  on  the  ground  floor. 

The  new  program  in  Grades  1-3  placing  pupils  of  the  same 
grade  in  one  building  has  worked  out  to  the  advantages  of  both 
pupils  and  teachers.  It  has  meant  a  centralization  of  instructional 
aids  on  the  grade  level  instead  of  being  divided  between  two  build- 
ings, and  has  allowed  the  teachers  to  work  together  in  solving  com- 
mon problems.  Even  though  grade  size  will  determine  where  pupils 
will  be  housed  to  make  any  changes  for  at  least  another  year. 

NEW  TEACHERS: 

Matthew  Pitarys — B.  Ed.  Keene  Teachers  College  1956.  Addi- 
tional high  school  teacher.   Mr.  Pitarys  teaches  Biology  and  English. 

Mrs.  Millicent  O'Leary — B.  Ed.  Boston  University.  To  replace 
Dana  Taylor  who  became  Principal.  Mrs.  O'Leary  teaches  Ad- 
vanced Science  and  Math. 

Miss  Naomi  Umenhoffer — B.  Ed.  Keene  Teachers  College 
1956,  to  replace  Mrs.  Hurley  as  English  and  Foreign  Language 
teacher. 

Mrs.  Mary  Ann  O'Neil — B.  S.  University  of  Vt.  1952,  to  re- 
place Miss  Montminy  as  teacher  of  Home  Economics.

Merrimack  is  fortunate  in  having  a  corp  of  experienced  pro- 
fessionally minded  teachers  in  your  smaller  buildings,  while  the  hi^h 
school  and  annex  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Taylor  has  been  able 
to  consolidate  its  program  along  the  lines  of  a  good  sound  educa- 
tional procedure.  This  could  be  done  only  through  the  cooperation 
of  all  concerned  which  speaks  well  for  Merrimack's  eductional 
future. 

REPAIRS  AND  REPLACEMENTS 

Your  school  board  is  carrying  on  its  practice  of  doing  needed 
repairs  as  they  become  evident.  This  keeps  major  repairs  and  re- 
placements to  a  minimum  and  insures  good  physical  conditions  in 
all  schools. 

The  new  fence  provided  by  the  Police  Department  at  Thorn- 
tons Ferry  has  added  materially  to  the  safety  of  children  in  that 
building  and  is  much  appreciated.  Merrimack  is  fortunate  in  hav- 
ing a  custodian  who  can  and  is  willing  to  do  so  many  jobs  that  come 
under  the  heading  of  general  repair  and  maintenance.  George 
saves  the  School  District  considerable  money  by  doing  many  odd 
jobs  beyond  the  line  of  janitoral  duties. 

INSTRUCTION 

Mr.  McGrath's  work  in  the  instructional  area  has  been  of  the 
highest  order.  He  has  worked  deligently  toward  the  improvement 
of  instruction  in  Merrimacks  schools  and  his  efforts  are  paying  big 
dividends.  As  his  report  follows  I  shall  only  say  that  his  cooperation 
and  hard  work  are  greatly  appreciated  by  your  Superintendent. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School 
Board,  citizens,  teachers  and  pupils  for  their  fine  cooperation  in 
working  with  me  toward  making  your  school  system  one  of  which 
we  can  all  be  proud.  Thank  you.

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Helping  Teacher 
in  the  area  of  instruction  for  the  Merrimack  School  District. 

The  following  items  are  particularly  worthy  of  notation  when 
the  general  and  specific  advancements  in  the  area  of  curriculum  are 
to  be  evaluated  since  the  period  ending  my  last  report. 

ELEMENTARY  EDUCATION: 

(1.)  Our  developmental  reading  program  has  continued  to 
attempt  to  produce  the  best  readers  possible  commensurate  with 
each  child's  individual  abilities.  The  addition  of  a  separate  phonics 
program  in  grade  two(  Reading  with  Phonics  by  Hay  and  Wingo) 
to  strengthen  this  area,  and  the  acquisition  of  the  independence 
reader,  Tall  Tales,  Scott-Foresman  Company,  has  helped  to  complete 
the  three  grade  approach  to  reviewing  and  strengthening  learned 
word-analysis  and  word-attack  skills  before  entrance  to  grade  four, 
the  opening  year  of  intermediate  grade  approaches  to  education. 

Further  attempts  to  provide  help  in  the  areas  of  visual  and  aux- 
iliary perceptions  in  the  progress  of  reading  was  held  forth  in  the 
form  of  a  text  for  that  purpose,  Building  Word  Power,  by  Durrell 
and  Sullivan. 

In  the  intermediate  grades  advances  were  made.  Grade  four 
has  acquired  a  transition  reader,  Just  Imagine  and  skill  practice  and 
building  workbook  to  accompany.  This  book  attempts  to  aid  the 
youngster's  review  and  better  adjust  to  the  fourth  grade  reading 
program. 

The  general  process  of  attempting  to  change  from  the  old  edi- 
tion single  readers  with  workbooks  used  in  all  grades,  to  the  dual 
reader  approach,  which  is  incorporated  in  the  new  edition  is  pro- 
gressing as  planned.  The  primary  grades  are  completely  adopted 
and  much  has  been  done  to  help  toward  total  completion  in  grades 
four,  five,  and  six. 

The  testing  program  of  mental  maturity  and  achievement  as 
outlined  in  last  year's  annual  report  has,  undoubtedly,  helped  the 

78 


teachers  with  the  total  advancement  of  the  reading  program.  The 
readiness  program  of  testing  before  pre-reading  instructions  are  start- 
ed has  proved  its  worth  in  terms  of  money  and  time  expended. 

Part  of  a  developmental  reading  program  encompasses  the  fos- 
tering of  interest  in  study  reading  and  recreatory  reading.  A  lack  of 
proper  childrens'  literature  available  in  the  classroom  and  in  the 
town  area  tends  to  make  this  a  major  problem  in  the  teaching  of 
reading.  Possibly  this  is  an  area  in  which  the  P.  T.  A.  can  be  help- 
ful in  this  yearly  project. 

Future  plans  for  strengthening  our  pre-testing  program  and 
actual  reading  readiness  tests  and  new  testing  are  to  be  added. 

Of  this  be  assured,  the  conscientious  efforts  on  the  part  of  the 
teachers  in  establishing  the  levels  of  grouping  for  ability  within  each 
class  and  their  continued  professional  interests  in  the  teaching  of 
this  major  area  has  provided  each  child  with  efficient  reading  in- 
structions gauged  to  his  ability  to  learn. 

Future  plans  should  include  using  the  internal  testing  designed 
for  use  with  our  basal  reading  systems,  Scott,  Foresman — Curricu- 
lum Foundations  Series  in  order  to  certify  levels  of  acievement  and 
verify  group  achievement  standards  within  each  class. 

Also,  recreatory  and  study  readers  should  be  included  in  our 
purchasing  for  the  future  as  recommended  by  our  basal  system  in  its 
brochure  on  supplementary  reading  materials. 

A  general  union-wide  faculty  meeting  was  held  with  Miss 
Mary  Jane  Jack,  the  Scott-Foresman  Reading  Consultant  at  which 
she  discussed  with  all  the  teachers  the  Teaching  of  reading  with  the 
Foresman  basal  reading  system. 

(2.)  In  the  area  of  language  arts,  excluding  reading  which  I 
have  just  discussed,  great  advances  have  been  made.  Teachers  are 
beginning  to  see  the  feasibility  of  the  unit  approach  which  our 
McKee  Language  program  provides  and  signs  of  greater  acceptance 
are  seen  everywhere.  Through  this  acceptance  the  general  areas  of 
proficiency  in  Language — Reading,  Writing,  Speaking,  Listening — 
are  being  included  in  each  unit  of  language  taught.  Mechanics  and 
grammar  are  thus  beginning  to  take  their  relative  place  in  our  total 
language  structure  program.  Slowly,  but  surely,  the  supplementary 
materials  for  practice,  drill,  and  testing  are  being  used  as  offered  by 
the  McKee  Language.  All  this  provides  greater  language  abilities 
for  our  students. 

We  had  hoped  to  be  able  to  add  to  our  language  program  in 
grade  two  an  emphasis  on  oral  language  development.  At  present 
ours  is  a  "writing"  program  contained  in  "Lets  Write."  We  hope  to 
be  able  to  add  "Lets  Talk"  and  thus  make  our  language  program 
emphasize  oral  development  and  become  more  effectual. 
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In  discussing  our  language  program  we  should  realize  how 
fortunate  we  are  in  having  a  total  dictionary  training  program  in 
grades  4-12.  However,  the  actual  introductary  program  has  proved 
to  much  of  a  burden  to  complete  in  grade  four  and,  thus,  should  be 
divided  between  grades  four  and  five  for  more  efficient  teaching  and 
learning. 

Spelling,  and  the  directed  teaching  thereof,  is  being  done 
certainly  according  to  modern  standards  of  methodelogy  and  ap- 
proach. The  greatest  hope  should  be  the  additions  of  using  the 
principles  of  evaul-analysis  in  the  teaching  of  reading  to  our  present 
excellent  method  of  teaching  spelling.  With  this  attempt  by  the 
teachers  an  even  stronger  development  program  in  spelling  will  re- 
sult as  well  as  a  planned  carry-over  of  reading  principles. 

A  general  union-wide  faculty  meeting  was  held  with  the 
Houghton- Mifflin  Company  language  arts  consultant.  All  elemen- 
tary teachers  attended  and  received  help  from  Miss  Elizabeth  Lenk 
concerning  the  functioning  and  use  of  the  McKee  Language 
program. 

A  tape-recorder  would  be  a  most  useful  item  to  use  in  the 
teaching  of  language.  Perhaps  this  could  be  a  suggested  project  for 
the  P.  T.  A.  in  light  of  the  other  burdens  for  supplies  and  equipment 
placed  upon  the  general  budget. 

Our  handwriting  supervisors  report  to  me  that  the  handwriting 
specimens  and  daily  work  obtained  from  the  Merrimack  Schools 
indicate  that  great  strides  have  been  made  in  handwriting  pro- 
ficiency since  the  initiation  of  a  formal  Handwriting  Program. 

The  children  of  Merrimack  have  become  anxious  to  maintain 
handwriting  mastery  in  all  written  work.  In  many  instances  left- 
handed  youngsters  have  also  achieved  a  great  amount  of  success  in 
the  perfection  of  letter  forms  and  in  their  ability  to  maintain  a 
correct  writing  position  suitable  to  left-handed  people.  It  has  also 
been  gratifying  to  observe  many  of  the  children  maintaining  the 
correct  letter  forms  while  writing  with  a  speed  that  equals  and  even 
surpasses  those  obtained  by  national  norms. 

(3)  In  the  arithemetic  area  achievement  tests  tend  to  validate 
the  fact  that  a  greater  over  all  advancement  to  grade  level  standard 
is  being  achieved  here  than  in  any  other  area. 

Hopes  are  that  we  shall  in  the  future  extend  the  depth  type  of 
grouping  for  ability  and  individual  attention  in  teaching  arithmetic 
in  each  classroom  to  replace  single  grade  standards.  In  order  to 
have  our  Making  Sure  of  Arithmetic  program  by  Silver  Burdett  Co., 
succeed  the  premise  must  be  that  depth  grouping  be  effected  in  all 
grades — one  through  eight.  A  general  union-wide  faculty  meeting 
was  held  with  the  Silver  Burdett  Company  consultant  for  arithmetic, 
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Miss  Laura  Phillips  to  discuss  the  teaching  of  arithmetic  in  grades 
1-8.  All  teachers  attended.  Particularly  interesting  was  Miss  Phil- 
lips' discussion  of  depth  grouping. 

(4)  The  social  studies  is  the  broadcast  area  of  study  in  the 
grades  and  undoubtedly  is  the  most  difficult  area  in  which  to 
measure  growth  and  achievement,  in  that  you  are  attempting  to 
build  attitudes  as  well  as  understandings.  In  our  attempts  to  change 
to  the  new  reading  level  controlled  editions  of  the  Follett  social  stud- 
ies series  we  have  met  with  much  success.  Where  the  new  editions 
are  being  used  with  the  wealth  of  supplementary  materials  provided 
we  are  able  to  see  great  evidence  of  interest  and  growth  by  teachers 
and  pupils.  The  grade  four  program  of  "Community  Study"  which 
we  added  (Exploring  Far  and  Near)  is  highly  successful. 

A  general  union-wide  meeting  for  all  fourth  grade  teachers 
was  held  and  the  total  structure  of  the  forth  grade  social  studies 
curriculum  was  discussed  at  length.  It  is  expected  changes  will  be 
wrought  in  next  years'  total  program  to  better  incorporate  the  study 
of  the  community,  the  state,  and  the  state's  relationship  to  New 
England. 

Next  year  serious  thought  should  be  given  to  adding  the  new 
program  by  Follett  following  the  "school-community"  format 
(Working  Together)  to  grade  three  and  the  new  program  for  grade 
eight — United  States  History — be  adopted  to  firmly  secure  some 
contunity  to  the  grade  eight  program. 

Much  needs  to  be  done  in  this  area  to  make  it  as  strong  a  part 
of  our  program  as  the  other  areas. 

(5)  Last  year  the  adoption  of  an  elementary  science  program 
was  proposed.  Teachers  and  administrators  surveyed  various  science 
programs  and  the  Thurber  series,  published  by  Allyn  and  Bacon 
Company,  Explaining  Science  I  -  VI  was  adopted.  The  chief  reasons 
for  its  selection  were ; 

(a)  It  provided  a  total  accumulation  of  science  concepts, 
grades  1-6. 

(b)  It  definitely  was  well  grounded  for  each  grade  level 
concerned  in  readability,  planing,  concepts,  format  and  interest. 

(c)  It  provided  within  each  text  the  indirect  teaching  of  as 
many  health  concepts  as  are  contained  in  most  health  series 
supplied  for  classrooms  today.  Thus,  we  secured  a  health- 
science  text  as  well  and  eliminated  having  to  purchase  a  total 
health  text  program,  grades  one  through  eight. 
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This  year  we  purchased  for  grades  one,  two  and  three.  Next 
year  we  shall  complete  the  gamut  and  purchase  for  grades  four, 
five  and  six.  Also,  there  should  be  much  elementary  science  equip- 
ment bought  to  make  this  program  a  visual — DOING — program  as 
well  as  a  TEXTUAL  program.  This  is  equipment  of  the  most  ex- 
pensive type  and  only  small  quantities  can  be  purchased  each  year. 

The  miraculous  work  done  by  most  teachers  in  this  area  is  to 
be  commended. 

Future  curriculum  planning  should  encompass  plans  for  a  work- 
shop in  elementary  science  for  all  grades  I -XI I  given  by  Allyn-Bacon 
consultants. 

(6)  Little  needs  to  be  said  about  the  accomplishments  in  the 
musical  area  of  the  curriculum.  I  am  sure  most  townspeople  are 
aware  of  how  well  Mrs.  Mary  Donnelly  has  provided  for  this  area. 
She  is  to  be  commended;  the  teachers  are  to  be  commended  for  co- 
operating with  her. 

I  was  once  informed  by  a  music  educator  that  elementary 
standards  of  music  training  should  include  affording  every  child  a 
place  in  the  music  program,  teaching  the  child  to  sing  correctly  in 
the  primary  grades,  teaching  basic  rhythms  and  folk  dances  in  the 
primary  grades,  teaching  appreciation  in  the  primary  grades,  teach- 
ing the  child  to  read  music  in  the  intermediate  grades  continuing  to 
stress  the  primary  grades  accomplishments  but  adding  the  basic 
ability  to  read  music  at  a  higher  lever  of  attainment,  the  teaching  of 
two  and  three  part  singing.  Certainly  our  program  is  successful  to 
these  ends.  Mrs.  Donnelly  and  the  teachers  should  be  most  highly 
commended  for  their  continuous  and  cooperative  efforts. 

Someday,  possibly  an  art  program  can  be  at  last  considered  for 
the  elementary  grades.  Certainly,  a  continuous  and  constant  ap-  - 
proach  could  be  made  with  the  advent  of  a  part-time  art  supervisor. 
An  elementary  program  should  be  aimed  toward  providing  the 
proper  stimulation,  materials,  and  encouragement,  so  that  the  child 
feels  free  to  express  his  world  and  his  experiences  in  his  own  terms, 
not  being  forced  to  imitate  adult  concepts. 

The  success  or  failure  of  a  child's  life  often  hinges  on  two 
factors ; 

(a)  His  home  life  and  upbringing  from  birth  to  year  twelve. 

(b)  His  schooling  from  age  6  to  12;  grades  one  through  six. 
These  are  the  crucial  and  formative  years.   May  I  say  that  your 
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elementary  teachers  have  diligently  and  conscientiously  performed 
their  duties  in  the  classroom  situation  to  help  each  child  educate 
himself  as  an  individual  according  to  his  own  ability. 

SECONDARY  EDUCATION: 

Since  a  detailed  report  of  your  principal  is  included  under  this 
cover  I  shall  not  intrude  on  his  prerogative  to  any  great  extent. 

( 1 )  In  the  English  Language  arts  area  a  developmental  read- 
ing program  providing  for  individual  differences  is  extended  into 

grades  seven  and  eight  and  eleven.  In  grades  7  &  8  our  basal  reading 
system  was  continued.  In  grades  eleven  the  Science  Research  As- 
sociates plan  has  been  adopted  .(How  to  Become  A  Better  Reader). 
What  I  have  said  under  "Elementary  Education"  about  our  McKee 
Language  program  applies  to  grades  7  &  8  here  as  well. 

The  developmental  reading  and  literature  series  adopted  two 
years  ago  from  American  Book  Company  has  helped  a  great  deal 
in  teaching  literature  from  the  reading  approach.  So  good  were 
they  that  we  extended  them  to  grades  nine  and  ten  and  they  have 
proved  to  help  accomplish  with  the  student  the  dual  purpose  for 
which  they  were  written:  (a)  foster  an  interest  in  reading  and  liter- 
ature and  (b)  to  develop  skills  and  abilities  in  general  reading. 

Such  provisions  should  be  considered  for  grades  eleven  and 
twelve.  A  reading  Rat-o-Meter  would  be  a  boon  in  this  area  of 
developmental  reading  for  a  cost  of  thirty-five  dollars. 

The  addition  of  a  controlled  vocabulary  program,  grades  9-12, 
using  Word  Wealth,  Jr.,  &  Word  Wealth,  Sr.  by  Miller  has  proved 
extremely  helpful  to  development  in  all  the  areas  of  the  Language 
Arts;  Reading,  Writing,  Speaking  and  Listening. 

Acquisitions  of  books  of  essays  for  grade  12,  books  of  short 
stories  for  grade  eleven,  books  of  novels  for  grade  ten,  and  other 
materials  with  groups  of  like  works  are  in  preparation  for  changing 
the  English  curriculum  to  a  thematic  unit  approach  to  better  meet 
present  day  standards  of  language  arts  teaching  in  grades  7-12. 

(2)  The  wise  requirements  of  science  as  a  regular  subject  for 
all  seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  has  and  will  help  the  science 
math  program  and  the  broadening  of  the  pupils'  understandings. 
For  this  area  we  purchased  new-Science  Problems  Book  I  and  Book 
II  to  accompany  Book  III  which  is  used  in  grade  9  as  a  required 
course.  This  coupled  with  our  new  elementary  program  should  show 
some  strength  in  the  total  math  science  program  in  the  future. 
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(3)  Our  social  science  areas  grades  7-12  is  nearly  perfect. 
Junior  High  needs  revision  as  mentioned  under  elementary  educa- 
tion. The  requirements  of  World  History  in  grade  10  will  complete 
the  scope.  New  texts  were  added  for  sociology — Psychology  by  En- 
gel.   This  course  has  proved  a  useful  and  popular  elective. 

(4)  The  total  math  program  will  be  extremely  well  planned 
when  and  if  General  Math  is  offered  in  grade  9  for  those  who  do 
not  choose  Junior  Business  Training  or  Algebra  I.  It  should  be  an 
extremely  meaningful  course  for  these  students.  The  advanced 
Math  course  should  complete  the  gamut. 

(5)  If  the  junior  high  grade  girls  are  offered  extra  Home 
Economics  periods  then  most  certainly  the  arrangements  should  be 
made  to  affect  these  situations  by  scheduling  the  boys  for  activities 
in  physical  education  and/or  vocational  guidance.  The  number  of 
periods  devoted  to  Home  Economics  was  increased  for  junior  high 
girls  while  boys  were  forced  to  study  halls  for  lack  of  facilities. 

The  high  school  and  junior  high  is  handicapped  in  trying  to 
provide  for  individual  differences  of  children  in  the  learning  process. 
Any  additions  of  facilities  at  any  time  will  help  to  a  goal  of  solving 
these  problems  that  hamper  the  true  individual  development  of  each 
child.  Factors  for  consideration  of  additions  to  the  curriculum  when 
money  and  space  are  available  are: 

( 1 . )      An  art  program. 

(2.)  A  vocational  program  of  industrial  arts — woodworking, 
plastics,  automobive,  etc.  (for  girls  also  via  Home  economics 
study — thus  a  "double  barrelled"  approach) . 

(3.)      A  more  extensive  music  program. 

(4.)      A  physical  education  program  for  all. 

(5.)      A  driver  training  program. 

Much  appreciation  and  thanks  should  be  extended  to  the  teach- 
ers of  our  junior  and  senior  high  schools  for  what  they  are  able  to 
do  within  a  limited  framework  of  offerings.  Each  year  each  teacher 
strives  to  offer  more  that  will  provide  for  a  greater  achievement  of 
each  individual  student  within  the  power  of  his  ability.  Each  year 
the  faculty  and  administration  stress  to  teach  ways  to  add  a  little 
more  to  the  program  of  offerings — working  toward  the  total  pro- 
gram of  secondary  education  which  allows  for  the  individualized 
styling  of  each  child's  program  to  assure  greatest  growth  for  him. 

Concerning  the  total  testing  program.   It  is  operating  efficiently 
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as  outlined  in  last  years  report.  The  following  contemplations  have 
been  fostered  during  the  year  and  after  experiencing  a  portion  of 
our  previously  planned  program. 

(a.)  A  new  readiness  testing  program  in  grade  I — probably 
the  Metropolitan  Readiness  Test. — which  tests  reading  and 
number  readiness. 

(b.)  An  exclusion  of  one  of  the  general  areas  of  achievement 
testing  (Reading,  Arithmetic,  Language)  in  grades  4,  5,  6,  and 
a  diversified  staggered  testing  program  to  cover  one  test  in  so- 
cial science  and  one  test  in  science. 

(c.)  The  inclusion  of  the  high  school  in  a  purchased  testing 
program  operated  by  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  to  pro- 
vide guidance  for  grades  9-12.  This  service  will  enable  faculty 
and  administrators  to  be  better  able  and  equipped  to  counsel 
students  about  their  high  school  life  and  their  future  aims  and 
asperations. 

In  grade  eight  we  have  added  the  administration  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Interest  Inventory  Test  of  Vocational  preferences  to  help 
them  with  their  problems  of  high  school  course  and  subject  select- 
ion for  grade  nine.  The  results  of  these  are  available  to  students  and 
parents  as  are  the  achievement  test  results  in  the  spring  in  the  areas 
of  Reading,  Arithmetic  and  Language. 

The  teachers  of  the  district  have  been  diligent  in  their  profes- 
sional duties  and  obligations  to  the  children  throughout  the  year. 
They  have  been  most  cooperative  concerning  our  mutual  work  of 
the  improvement  of  instruction. 

Thank  you  for  your  support  and  cooperation.  It  has  been  a 
pleasure  to  work  with  you  and  serve  as  your  assistant  for  educa- 
tional services.

REPORT  OF  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

The  Spring  Musicale  was  presented  in  the  Town  Hall  in  two 
separate  groups  this  year.  On  May  4  grades  1,  2  and  1,  2,  3  from 
South  Merrimack  performed  and  on  May  8,  the  Merrimack  Annex 
through  High  School.  This  plan  lessened  the  confusion  for  teachers 
and  children  downstairs  and  for  the  seating  upstairs.  $79.95  was 
collected  for  our  music  fund. 

May  10  the  High  School  Glee  Club  sang  at  the  Home  Econom- 
ic Dept.  style  show. 

Nov.  1  our  Band  program  was  launched  with  52  children  start- 
ing in  group  lessons  with  classes  no  larger  than  6  and  included 
grades  4-11.  With  the  three  month  trial  period  over  we  have  37 
children  now  remaining.  Our  Lady  of  Mercy  parish  hall  was  used 
for  all  Band  and  Glee  Club  work  until  the  Town  Hall  was  available 
in  January. 

The  Christmas  concert  presented  for  the  P.T.A.  was  held  Dec. 
13  with  the  first  appearance  of  the  Jr.  High  Glee  Club  and  the 
Band.  From  the  concert  was  collected  $33.29.  It  will  be  noticed 
the  Band  lacks  a  strong  bass  section,  but  it  is  hoped  through  the 
years  more  children  will  tend  toward  these  instruments.  If  plans 
shape  as  they  should,  Memorial  Day  will  find  the  Band  doing  a 
little  marching. 

A  piano  and  banjo-mandolin  have  been  generously  offered  to 
the  music  dept.  and  any  other  offers  along  this  line  will  be  grate- 
fully accepted. 

I  am  very  pleased  to  announce  that  Merrimack  High  will  be 
represented  at  the  1957  All-State  Chorus.  Paula  Pynenburg  has 
been  selected  as  the  candidate.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and  audit 

of  the  Merrimack  School  District  which  was  made  by  this  Division, 

acting  under  authority  of  Chapter  71,  Section  27,  of  the  Revised 

Statutes  Annotated,  which  provides  in  part  as  follows: 

"Audit  on  Motion  of  Commission.  The  commission  may 
cause  an  audit  to  be  made  of  the  accounts  of  any  city, 
town,  school  district,  village  district  or  precinct,  as  often 
as  once  in  two  years,  or  whenever  conditions  appear  to  it 
to  warrant  such  audit." 
This  audit  covered  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1956.  Exhibits 

as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and 
records  of  the  School  Board  and  the  School  District  Treasurer. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:   (Exhibit  A) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  June  30,  1955  and  June  30, 
1956  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  indicated  therein,  the  Net  Debt 
decreased  by  $14,071.33  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1956. 
Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:   (Exhibit  B) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  School 
District  during  the  fiscal  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  B,  with  the  factors 
which  caused  the  change  indicated  herein.  These  were  as  follows:

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expendi- 
tures —  Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits  C  &  D) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1956,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  C  and  D.  As  indicated  by  the  Bud- 
get Summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of 
$2,776.45,  less  a  revenue  surplus  of  $587.45,  resulted  in  a  net  budget 
deficit  of  $2,189.00. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:   (Exhibit  E) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ed June  30,  1956,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform  classifi- 
cation of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  E.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's 
balance  as  of  June  30,  1956,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  F. 

Accounts  Payable:  (Exhibit  G) 

A  detailed  statement  of  Accounts  Payable  as  of  June  30,  1956, 
is  included  in  Exhibit  G. 

Statement  of  School  Tax  Account:   (Exhibit  H) 

A  statement  of  the  school  tax  account,  showing  payments  made 
by  the  Town  to  the  School  District  during  the  fiscal  year,  is  included 
in  Exhibit  H.  As  indicated  therein,  a  balance  of  $6,246.38  on  ac- 
count of  the  1955-56  school  tax  was  due  the  School  District  from  the 
Town  as  of  June  30,  1956.  As  a  general  rule  the  total  amount  of 
the  current  year's  school  tax  should  be  turned  over  to  the  School 
District  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  (June  30th) .  Had  this 
been  done,  the  amount  of  accounts  payable  on  June  30th,  1956, 
would  have  been  substantially  less. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955  require  that 
the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmit- 
tal) of  this  report  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of 
the  School  District.  The  inclusion  of  Exhibits  in  the  published  re- 
port is  optional  with  the  School  Board. 
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We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Merrimack  School 
District  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.
